Dzan Ms. Evitosr: 

Your very kind letter reached me at 
Monrovis. 1 was glad to hear from 
you and to know that things are moy- 
ing #long nicely in Savannab, 

Liberis is alr ght, but I cannot ray 
that I bave been treated alright by my 
friends in Liberia, as YOu know I hoped 
to be of some service to the republic, 
bat I snppope my activity in politios in 
early life operated against me. I dis- 
covered that all the promises made me 
were not to be kept. Dizasters and 
failures stared me in the face, I mnst 
fail or leave. As T conld not be of any 
nse to the republic the best thing was 
to return home and engage in my pro- 
feanion. I love Liberia. It is the 
hardest blow I have ever received in 
my life. I conld have been ono of the 
most promising yonng men in America 
had it not been for my devotion to the 
republic; and to be stabbed by s peo- 
ple to whom I devoted more than two- 
thirds of my life is the saddest expe- 
rience of my life. I left Liberia not 
because I conld not make « living but 


becanse I failed in carrying ont my } 


plans. 

It is conceded by the best anthor- 
ities that the repnblic of Liberia is 
the must fertile country in West Africa, 
and to quote « aacred writer *'every 
pager pleases and only man is vile.” 

cannot consistently S#dvocate = 
wholesale emigration to Africa. Theres 
was & time when I thonght wholessle 
emigration was the best thing, but my 
personal experience proves that whole- 
aalo emigration will bring disaster 8nd 
death. The government of Liberia 
does exactly what it promises. The 
International Society does not. Nearly 
one third of the emigrants who left 
our city in March bave died because 
they have not received food and medi- 
cine promised by the society. 

In my opinion, based on experience, 
that the American Negro had better 
remain where he is and fight for his 
rights in America. Africa will solve 
her own problem. Negroes will al- 
ways be gnpreme in Africa, White 
gupremacy is impossible in WestAfrica. 
Africa is not the place as I can zee it 
now, for the educated or the nnednea- 
ted American Negro. He is not ready 
for Aſrics nor is Aſrica ready for him. 
It is providentisl that this is #0. 
There is no nced running away from 
the problem that confronts ns in 
America. Africa has her own prob- 
lem which car best be zolved by native 
Africans, The Negro problem in 
America must be solved by the Negroes 
in America, I believe in the ultimate 
triumph of the republic of Liberia. 
Selfich bad men binder the progrets 
of any country, Liberia is the expo- 
nent of s grand principle; she must 
and will snoceed, I look to the ns- 
tives to bring ber to fullness and per- 
feetion. The American Negro cannot 
for obvious reasons. 

Race pride ought to prevent us from 
mying unkind things of the republic, 
for if Liberia. «ncceeds it will be 8 
blessing tons, The race has « mission 
to fulfill both in Americas and 10 Afri- 
ca, My failure has been due to a 
body of upgrateful, selfish, uupatriotic 
men who care more for gold than the 

rpetuation .of the republic. I am

One would think that the recults of 
the two years of arduons work were 
bleasings evongh, but there is more 
and better to follow, The interest 
in the gociety and its beantiful 
work for the love of Chriet, 
that was aronsed at our first annual 
meeting has resnlted in the formation 
of many new gocieties, and only the 
Master Himself will be able to estimate 
the blezsed reenlts of the gervice nn- 
dertaken, 

But however fally we may be able to 
congratulate ourselves upon the 
growth of the societies thronghout the 
distriot, it becomes our duty, in re- 
viewing the work to understand and 
State fairly the true condition of 
the gocieties, and if poaible pro- 
vide for an extension and in- 
crease of power thronghout the 
district. It seems that many eyes are 
turned toward the Third Episcopsl 
Distriet. One of the workers in « 
vister state wrote us last week: *Onr 
women aro not 80 wide awake as the 
women of your district.” Dear sisters, 
it is for ns to decides whet we sball 
"*Siuk or swim, live or die, turvive or 

rish.” 

The reports of the second quarter's 
work have been coming in quite en- 
conragingly, notwithstanding the 
blockade in financial affairs. Yet we 
are not doing the work that we have 
done. Some ray, 'Wso are waiting 
nutil after the General Conference to 
sc6 what change will be made.” 

Have we any time to wait? Proper 
gratitnde for the past implies proper 
provision for the fatnre, and the great 
privilege and responsibility of this 
provision is npon the members of this 
eociety, The coming General Conter- 
ence will nndoubtedly formulate 
plans whereby we will be enabled to 
feel the power of union with the 
whole body of miezionary workers 
within the pale of the A. M. E. 
cbarch. Tt is our prayer that after

To prevent failure and to in- 
suUregmccess, strennuous individual effort 
and systematic organized work are 6s- 
sential, Let ns not wait until 
action is taken by our 
tathers and leaders, but let us work 
antil then, that will be the -mors pro- 
fitable way of waiting. Pennsylvanis, 
New York, Mazsachusetts, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Maryland, District of Co- 
luambis, Iows, Kansas, Arkansas, Mich 
igan, Migssigsippi, Texas, Indians, 
Ohio, aud perhaps other states are at 
work; but these do not compass the 
whole area of work that should be or- 
ganized in the A. M. E. charob. 

Why is it thns? We're sure we can 
not explain unless it is that 
the dear gisters in other sotates 
do not comprehend the value of as- 
sociation and organization. - Orga- 
nize! organize!! organize!!! acems 
to be the paes word of the day. *'Im 
8ick of organization, organization,” 

If England can afford an organiza- 
tion for the prevention of cruelty to 
cats this should put to shame every 
unkind thought in regard to orga- 
nized efforts for the cause of Christ. 
It is true He will recognize our indi- 
vidual purpose, and individual labor 
for Him ; but it is also true that alone 
we can comparatively do but very lit- 
tle, while by united labor we can ac- 
complish all things through Him. 
We want no igvlated gocieties, we 
want one interest to be a common in- 
terest,to all.

A TRAYESTY ON JUSTICE. 


A traventy on jnotioo has often ben cxem- 
plift 4 ainos man, guy /ramont and law was 
first created. Unfortunately, ** ja-tics ” is not 
endowed with life and power to digpense the 
rewards of merit. Our government has eatab 
liebed courts, wherein crimo and offenders 
of law are to be tried and punizhed. 
Promisenonsly distributed  npon evry 
hand ares thees temples ef jastics, where- 
in preaide the ma jesty of the law, ompowered 
and s0\emnly eworn cervan's of the poople to 
deal out jastice to all, irre«pective of race, 
color or #ocial cond tion, and whoss d-oree will 
be zn equivslent dispensation of justice mr as- 
ured by the facts of the cas, as fonnd by « jury. 
Logically, this is the ex*ence and fundamental 
prine ples of law, as applie1 to peace and pro- 
tection of g oiety, Hance, whon that guguet 
body, who compows the jadicisl bench of our 
courts pronounce an edict upon « proved arim- 
inal, apd that criminal « mardereas, to gervo 
three hours in Jail and & fins of $500, we can 
rightly Ccory that it is & *'travesty on jaatics,” 
made becanss of zocial alatinction. 1am aim 
ing directly at the outc »me of the trial and con- 
viction of El'zabeth Flagler, of Wwhington, 
D, C., for the mnrder of a little oolorcd boy 
for the cnormons offense of *'s:ealing « pockst 
of fruit from her father's yard.” Snob are the 
main fac s of the cas. 

Mizs Flagler is the daughter of Gen. F.ag- 
ler, of the U, 8. A, occupying « bigh office in 
the war department. Young Green's father 
is Mes4cnger in the treagury departmen', and 
s colored” man ; herein is the real cance of 
this latest sbameful outrage npon jastice. 


Undoubtedly, many people will aay, 
I am misconstruing the facts of the 
caze, bat I know I am not. Tam an 
American citizen with 260 years resi- 
dental ancestry, but the Anglo Saxon 
American has dubbed me a **Negro or 
Colgred man.” Snob is our recogni- 
tion becanse of our complexion, Ws 
are made the eabjects of all sorts of 
unjust discrimination before the law, 
this wicked disfranchisment of civil 
rights is « dark «tigma npon the honor 
of the nation and a reflection upon the 
jadioial bench of its courts of justice. 
To the unprejudiced mind of the 
student or common observer the logic 
of this reasoning mnst be een correct. 


The diatinotion wealth and office give is a 
great and effective loophole by which the 80- 
ciety crimina] often egcapes the st-ra, adequate 
p-nalty of the law. 

Study and ob ervation of canse and effect as 
applied to oivil law and dizoriming' ions "in 
favor of the rich anJ powerful when weighed 
with the poor and wesk; znd white ant black, 
oftimes sbo2k the genzes of juatice in overy 
thoughtful perzxon. These happening occur at 
home and abroad, th» verdict in the prevent 
cane was *'guilty of manslanghter,” 

Mies Flagler reerved ber gentenoe in the re- 
ception room of the matron of the jail, enr- 
rounded by her father and numerous other 
friends, no donbt joking over this burlesque 
on jast ce. 

While blood of the murdered boy 
cried ont in vain for justice. 

The excnse for this latest shbam is 
that **Mizs Flagler snffered more from 
the shock to her sensitive feelings be- 
cause of her high position in s8ociety 
and her gnperiority to the common 
folk was in itself a more severe pun- 
ishment to her than to the other,” 
Pray tell! when did God make her or 
any other representative.of plutocracy 
of finer stock than thosse claszed as 
common people? Snch an excuse is as 
disgnsting as it is false, bat it served 
its purpose only too well, *'Jastifying 
the taking of human life'”'—is this « 
fair” disbursement of justice? If 80, 
how long before we shall all be legally 
exterminated by these fine-feathered 
gensitive criminals? 

Judge Cox, who eet upon this case, 
entered into a compact with the district 
attorney to call conrt half an honr 
earlier than usna], that the public might 
not witness this 8ameful outrage upon 
jastice. 

Had the victim of this tragedy been Miss 
Flagler and the marderer young Green, even 
the carved atone fignre of jastice that eur- 
mounts tae frout ofthe court hone would have 
had cauce to hide tears of sympathy for the 
murderer; ten to one there would have been a 
lynching bee, with young Green the princi-al. 
This mockery of justice is only one of the many 
that has been meted ont to the colored man 
from time to time. Such travesties are « dis- 
grace to civilization, demoralizing upon society 
and « blot up n the nation's egcutcheon.

Hoxorabire Sik; —Yonr most im- 
portant and gratifying letter has been 
duly received this morning, and for 
which inceesantly render I many grit- 
itudes, mawgro I cannot enough enffi- 
ciently thank.. 

In reality, I pnblicly discern and 866 
that you do sympathize with ns, and 
yours of the 16th ult. illastrated and 
elncidated it luculently, 

Yes, Professor Connoill, the battles 
and wars we are facing in this part of 
Africa are fierce and terrible, Here 
it is amid persecntions and oppositions 
from the enrronuding brothers, who 
are supposed to be missionaries. They 
have displayed the conspicuons and 
prominent cope 1n writing newspapers 
against the colored people's edncation, 
giving vain false reasons that educs- 
tion and Christianity spoil the colored, 
which exhibates they aro the deniers 
and contradictors of their profeasion 
and confeasion. And we, the colored, 
have looked npon that as « betrayal, at 
any rate, and they bave scemed to 
have made « trade of the Word of God, 
We pray every year for our edncation, 
as they expose, we receive good edu- 
cation, a deliberate untruthfalness, 

And there is no progress whatever of 
any description, and consequently we 
bave taken « disbelief on them. 

This is the only reason we have 
«tarted onr own misqon by onreelves 
to try to teach, Christianize and crvil- 
1ze onr uwn conntry, 

The migesionarics have mostly smear- 
cd onr lips with fat and honey to sup+ 
press. 

Concerning our boys' edncation, 
honorable professor, peu and 116k can- 
not ſally express the exbiliaration and 
tbankfaluess I embrace.

the Christian Advocate, about the 
Bishops being both the judicial and 
executive functionaries of the 
Methodist chureb, and predicts « 
great friction in the futures. He 
wonders how Metbodiam hes got along 
80 many years withont « fearful rup- 
tare, *'when ons cet of men hold 80 
mneh power.” We can give bim the 
reas0n, if he will aco-pt it. Theo 
Methodist cbutrob, in all of its branch- 
e#, is young, and no Epizcopsl 
Metbodist churob, bas ever bad many 
Bishops, and being elected by the 
whole charch, through their delegates, 
they bave rarely been rash or yeutare- 
*0me men, But the time will come 
when Methodist obnurobes, will bave s 
bundred Bisbops, and 8ome may have 
five hundred, and then an Arch 
Bi-hop, Pope, or Bishop of Bizhops 
will be demanded, and will have to be 
created, as mnch as the Protestant 
Chrietians have criticized the Pope 
of Rcme, He has bien the 
centre ronnd which every sentiment 
of the Catl olio church has gravitated 
for the last thonsand years or more, 
and held that great denomination in- 
tact, but for the Pope, the Roman 
Catholic Church would have been rent 
and snndered ages ago, Thero are 
about twelve divisions, or sentimental- 
ities in the loman Catholic Charob, 
but they all respect and revere the 
Pope, aud thus he has held the Chnreb 
together. And when Methodism gets 
® little older sbe will have these varied 
sentimentalities, the zame as the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, the Charch of 
England, and the bigh and low church 
party, of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of this country, There are 
two centimentalities now cristing in 
the M. E. Church and tbe M. E. 
Charch, South, but it is restricted to 
Calviniem and Armenianieom, But nn- 
der these two beads other opinions and 
views are tenacionsly held abont which 
little is 8aid., And in the A.M. E. Chnreb 
there exists today three sentiments]l- 
ities, A large number believe that the 
robs 1s the natural and divine garb of 
the minister when he enters the pnl- 
pit, to expound God's holy word, as 
was held by the Christian chnrch ani- 
versally for fifteen bundred years, while 
the remainder believe that any kind 
of dress or appearance will do for the 
pulpit that will pass current in « horse 
stable. Another portion believe that 
children are born Christians and if 
baptized and are trained np iu the 
varture and fear of God, may grow to 
be « bnndred years old and never 
know the day they were not Christians. 
Dr. Coppin is the chief exponent of 
this doctrine, while another portion 
believe-that you reach a certain age of 
responsibility, at some indefinite pe- 
riod, and the moment you pass that 
wile post in the race of life, yon are 
transformed into a inner whether 
you will to be « sinner or -not,-- and 
regardless of all the virtnes, graces 
and Christian piety, you mnst go 
and gaeck forgiveness of ains 
whether you are &« gfnner or not, 
and be born again, because Christ en- 
joined the gecord birth upon old bard- 
hearted Nicodemus and men of bis ik, 
who are ignorant of the principles of 
Christianity and steeped in the vices of 
sin and crime. Other sentimentalitics 
will grow and «pread in the Methodist 
eburobes until in the fature, « bead, or 
s0me kind of chief, will be necessary to 
bold these divisions of opinion 11 ec- 
clesiastical tact, as the Pope holds the 
Roman Catholie Church. And the 
remedy that the Rev. Poynter sighs 
ſor will bave to come in the form of 's 
Primate, Archbisbop, Pope, Metro- 
politan, or some chieftain, whatever 
may be his title, and not through a 
committee of Christian lawyers, pro- 
foundly learned in judicial science, 6s 
he proposes, We do not believe the 
day will ever come when the Metho- 
dist churches or any branch of Episco- 
pal Methodism will subjeot the ju- 
dioial opinions of their Biashops to & 
committee of lawyers, or even to a 
committee of civil judges. Bishops 
aro men, and lawyers and judges are 
men, And the aven'es of learting 
are as open to one as to the other, and 
if a knowledge of civil law is neces- 
zary, in many of the complicated casecs 
which may come before @ Bishop, the 
Bi-hop can acquaint bimself with civil 
law as casily as civil lawyers and judges 
can acquaint themselves with ecclesl- 
astical law, Moreover, if the General 
Conferences find it necessary to have 
Bisbops who are trained in the science 
of civil law, there are plenty of min- 
isters who will preach and study law 
for «even years, if that will be any 
guarantee that they will be elected 
Bishops, We grant, however, with 
Rev. Poynter, that both Bisbops, Pre- 
siding Elders and Pastors sbonld have 
« decent knowledge of civil law to en- 
able them to try and dispose of many 
cazes that oſteu come before them,

Satarday, Jannary 26, I embarked 
on the steamebhip *Colambis,” bonnd 
ſrom New York on « thirty-one days' 
eruise to the Weet Indies and the 
Spanish Main, It was « special exour- 
sion trip and the paezenger list showed 
that there were about two hundred and 
forty pazsengers aboard, all first-olaas. 

The itinerary indicated that we were . 
to visit ome fourteen different places. 
Our first stopping place was at Port- 
an-Prince, the odpital city of the 
island home of that brave, daring and 
nn conquerable black - element, the 
Haytiens, The one epot in all the 
world where the black man 
«track the fetters of involuntary 
servituds from his limbs and de- 
fied the eorecching of the French 
eagle and the roar of the British lion, 
It was « fierce, protracted and bloody 
struggle. The military discipline of 
the French and the heroism of the 
Englisb, backed by the most powerfal 
munitions of war known nt the clogs of 
the eighteenth century, were not enf- 
ficient to enbjugatoe tho blacks when 
they had finally determined to gain 
their freedom, They were stimnlated 
by the resolution that death was pre- 
ferable to slavery. The ca breezes 
had waſted to them from the shores of 
France the shibboleth of the revolu- 
tionists, *'Liberty, Equality, . Frater-. 
nity,” while they had the echo 
of Patrick Henry's ory, *'Give me 
liberty or give me death.” 
finally trinmphed and the world stood 
appalled at the flame and blood and 
desolation which had swept over the 
gem of the Antiles and become the 
grave of the masters and the home of 
their former slaves, The story, how- 
over, cannot be told in detail here. 
The 14ck of time and space forbid. 

We reached Port-an-Prince with all 
well on board abont noon of Wednes- 
day, March lst. The pacsengers were 
all on the qui vive anxious as to the 
treatment we were to receive, There 
was a good deal of specnlation on this 
point, Rumors were afloat that the 
Haytiens were savages with no regard 
for civilized hnmanity. The lying 
tongue had been at work trying to 
create misgivings among the pazen- 
gers, Questions were plied at me al- 
most inceesantly as to this and that. 
To all these queries I made but one 
reply to the effect that I wonld stake 
my life on the protection of every 
passenger While ashore at Port-an- 
Prince. 

About two miles from the harbor a 
black pilot neatly olad in marine dreas 
boarded the sbip and promptly took 
his place on the bridge beside the cap- 
tain and safely guided to anchorage 
the largest merchant sbip that bas ever 
floated in tropical gcas. This black 
pilot was the oynogure of all eyes from 
the time he took his place on the 
bridge until he departed. Not s pas- 
senger on board had ever witneesed 
such « scene before, and one of them 
anxions to possess himeelf of some eov- 
ideuce of it in tangible form brought 
his Kodak into requisition and took « 
snap «hot of the white captain and 
black pilot as they stood together, the 
guardians of the ship and its cargo of 
human lives, while above all, at the 
top of the foremast, floated the na- 
tional ensign of Hayti. I experienced 
a feeling of indescribable pride and 
my very soul emiled within me. When 
the anchor had been dropped and the 
gaugway made ready s black dootor 
came aboard, and after examining the 
sh1ip's papers ard eatiefying bimeelf 
that all on board were well, pro- 
nonnced the words which gave consent 
for tho passengers to go ashore. 
There was & scramble for places in the 
launches on their first trip from the 
ship to the dock, Immediately on 
landing I took & carriage and was 
driven to the home of Brother Doree, 
the snperintendent of our mision 
work in Hayti, My prevence was & 
great and agreeable gurprise to him, 
as he had not the remotest idea of 
my intended visit to his field of labor. 

As it is not my parpose at this time 
to make known my impreesions of 
Port-au-Prince in particular or of 
Hayti in general, I have been very 
fortunate in_seonuring most valuable 
bistorical dats regarding Hayti, which 
will require time to read and digest. 
I have the earliest records contained 
in « book which was published in Lon- 
don in 1797, which was placed in my 
po+session. throngh the courtesy of 
Bishop Holly, 

During our stay at Port-au-Prince, 
s0me thirty-six hours, the ship was 
visited by « large number of the elite 
of the city and they made « marked 
and favorable impreesion on the pas- 
gengers, They were cultured, refined 
and dreesed in the beighth of Parisian 
style.

One 
of the most beautiful young ladies, 
bighly educated, some twenty-two 
years of age, who has been a teacher 
for some years, left her mother, father, 
sisters and brothers behind, and went, 
«Ingle and alone, becanse as 8be tated, 
she believed that God had called ber 
to go, Many however of the finest 
looking specimens of the colored race, 
went into this body, while many oth- 
ers appeared to be very ordinary, At 
all events, ordinary as they look to be 
they are the noblest specimens of the 
Negro race fonnd npon the American 
continent, They may not be as well 
educated, they may .not dress 
as fine, they may not be 
80 wealthy in this world's goods, but 
they possess more than education, more 
than money, more "than dress, more 
than refinement. They have manhood, 
race pride, backbone, & congsciouguess 
of their degradation in this conutry, 
and they bave the courage, the dare, 
and the trust in Ged, to get up and 
leave it, as they saw no way to remedy 
it, These emigrants that left on that 
ship are the pioneers of « great and 
grand future, and rise bead and shoul- 
ders in force and worth above all their 
critics and maiigners, and will live in 
the esteem of God and man, when 
thoss who prononnee them fools will 
be lost in oblivion, Their children 
and. children's children, in the grand 
hereafter for the Negro, will dwell in 
delight npon their deeds of heroizm 
and blees God wo be their offspring.

The Uvited States is fixing to get 
what «he justly needs, a good flogging. 
She is}trying to take sides with Spanisb 
rebels, over in Cabs, and by the re- 
cognition of their right to belligerency 
give them aid and comfort.

Not leas than ten thonsand 
colored people were crowded on the 
cotton press wharf and the adjoining 


lined the wharves farther down. Hun- 
dreds of white people als0 visited the 
ship during the morning. 

The colored people began gathering 
on River atreet in the early morning, 
and when the doors of the warehouse 
on the wharf where the Laurads was 
moored were opened 8bortly after 7 
o'clock, there were fully five thousand 
on hand. At 8 o'clock the wpace 
around the yease] was 80 packed that 
it was hard to make one's way throngh 
the crowd. The tng Jacob Panlzen 
was lying alongside to turn the voeso! 
around and head her down stream, 
On board the veasel the emigrants 
were getting their breakfast, and some 
of them growling: because there did 
not seem to be enough rations to go 
aronnd, Numerons friends of the 
emigrants were on board bidding 
them goodby and urging them to 
write back and tell of their experiences 
in Liberis. 

Everybody who oconld olaim any 
connection with the affair or sorape an 
acquaintance with the officers of the 
gociety were on board. Places on the 
veasel were at a preminm, and it was 
neceasary to tation men at the gang 
plank to keep the crowd back. Down 
in the kold the babies were playing |} 
about, and evidently jast as mnoh at 
home as if they were in tho cabins on 
the Arkansas plantations, from whence 
they came, The dogs made music on 
the deck. Capt. Dickman relented at 
the last moment and allowed the dogs 
to be taken on board. There would 
have been a mutiny among the emi- 
grants had he persisted in his refusal 
to carry the dogs. Some of them val- 
ned their canines more than all their 
other possessions, and they were not 
going to be parted from snch valuable 
property. 

«We done got our dogs on board,” 
gaid one of them to « Morning News 
reporter, *'We got most 200 guns 
and rifles, too, 80me of 'em 16-shoot- 
ers. We had kegs of gnnpowder, 
twenty-five and fifty-ponnd Kkegs, but 
they would not "let ns bring it on 


board, There is plenty of gunpowder 
on board, though, that they don't 
know nothfmg about.” 


The emigrant intimated that the 
gunpowder had been concealed in the 
baggage. He was « loud-monthed fel- 
low, who had refused to do any work 
the day before, claiming that he had 
paid his passage money and conld not 
be required to work. 

'The exercises on board began short- 
ly after 8 o'clock, when Rev, A. J, 
Warner of Birmingham addrexsed the 
crowd on the work of the Migration 
Society. Dr. Warner is pastor of one 
of the largest colored churobes in Bir- 
mingbam, and is als0 snpervisor of 
agenoies for the sooiety, He praised 
the 8ooiety without stint, but at the 
same tire made a good speech, mak- 
ing « number of witty hits, which were 
enjoyed. He spoke of the opponition 
with which the society had met, and 
the snocess it had acbieved, in spite of 
opposition, Dr. Warner declared that 
Africa was the true home of the Negro, 
that he would never be recognized by 
the white man as an equal in this 
country, «nd that it was to his interest 
to go where ho could asgert bis own 
manhood and be the equal of every

her opportunity to develop this traffic, 
If the merchants of Savannah were 
alive to their interests they wonld put 
on & line of steamers at once between 
Savannah and Liberia, Commeros is 
there awaiting them. Every conntry 
in Enrope sends its «hips by the han- 
dreds to the coast of Africa and they 
come back loaded down to the masts 
almost. The Englisb, the Frenob, the 
Germans, the Ttalians and the Porin- 
guese monopolite this vast traffic and 
are eending more 8hips to Africa every 
year, Bnt the natives of Africa want 
American goods, they want American 
tools and clothing and they prefer 
Ametioan medicines. The conditions 
in Enrope do not eorrespond tv the 
conditions in Africa and the goods 
8ent vt by them cannot compete with 
American goods becanse our goods are 
better snited to the needs of the Afri- 
cans. Onr malarial districts corres- 
pond very uearly to the malarisl dis- 
triots of Africa and that is why our 
medioines are better enited to their 
diseases. The ates, hoes and other 
agrivultural implements used bere are 
owited to ns in Africa, while the z«me 
tools need in Enrope are not euited. 
Thers is every opportunity for the do- 
velopment of «n imimnense trade. If I 
bad the power I wonld have the gov- 
ernment of the United States appro- 
priate $25,000,000 for the purpose of 
establiching lines of stesmers from 
Savannah to African ports.” 
Bishop Turner's plan for the devel- 
opment of commerce with Africa and 
the advancement of the American Ne- 
groes who go there is as follows: 

If yon rich white people would 
make use of onr olncetell yorne color- 
ed men,” be aid, **the best reznlts to 
both would follow, There is little op- 
portnnity for the educated yonng col- 
ored man in America, There is « vast 
fleld for bim in Africa. Every Enro- 
pean country engaged in the African 
trade sends ont huudreds of young men 
annually to Africa to act as agents of 
the home companies at the various 
trading «tations. These young men go 
ont under coutracts for three, five and 
even oven years. The bulk of their 
wages is not paid them nntil the- com- 
pletion of their contract. They estab- 
lish themeelvyes in all the ports, in the 
towns in the interior and in the vi'- 
lages of the native chiefs, and thus se- 
cure trade for their employers. The 
name of Americs and its meaning is 
known throughont all Africa. Toll « 
native chief that you are an American

ious of the Enropeans, The natives 
love eapecially to meet an educated 
man of their own color, They feel 
proud of him and he can get any ſavor 
of them.

oil, and a bundred other things which 
now come to this conntry by way of 
Europe, wonld come here direct, and 
our American merchants would get the 
profits both ways, on the goods 801d in 
Africa and the African products gold in 
America." 

Bishop Tarner urged African emi- 
gration on the ground that the N egro 
has no opportunity here for the devel- 
opment of « higher manhood, that he 
will never be anything elss in this 
conntry but «a hewer of wood and 
drawer of water. The Negroes werg 
86nt to this country by the providence 
of God, hs aid, to become Christian- 
ized and oivilized that they - might in 
later years return to their own coun- 
try and carry civilization and Christi- 
anity with them. He told the Negroes 
that in Africa « black skin was 80me- 
thing to be proud of, and illastrated 
this by an anecdote. He said that he 
was traveling once in Africa and came 
to a village where everybody was black 
but one white man, whom he noticed 
standing ont in the nn with arms 
folded, Foring np at the «ky. "He #n- 
quired why that man stood in the hot 
nn $0 long, with bis face turned up to 
the «ky. The reply was that he did it 
in order that the snun might tan his «kin 
and make him black like the rest of 
the people. 

Bishop Turner closed his remarks 
with some words of ad4vice to the emi- 
grants, as to the conditions with which 
they would meet in their new homes, 
and advised them where to settle in 
order to seonre the best lands. 

It was gupposed that the steamer 
would start in « short while, and the 
bishop invited the crowd to join him in 
sIinging, **God be with you till we meet 
again.” The gong was eung with « 
will, Dr. Warner then lead the crowd 
in singing the old gong, I am on the 
ocean in the year of jabilee,” The 
80ng was especially appropriate to the 
occasion. Dr, Warner added 8everal 
verses of his own improvieation as 
follows:

Fireproof Paper. 


Fireproof paper, for printing and 
writing purposes, is now mannfactnred 
in Berlin by « new patented process, 
Ninety-five parts asbestos fiber of the 
best quality are wasbed in « aolation 
of permangauate of calcium and then 
treated with enlpharic acid as a bleach- 
ing agent. Five parts of wood pulp, 
as need in paper factories, are added, 
and the whole is placed in the agitating 
box with an addition of lime water and 
borax. After being thoronghly mixed 
tho material is pumped into the regu- 
lating box and allowed to flow ont of a 
gate on an endleass wire cloth, where it 
enters the nenal paper-making nma- 
chinery, It is easy to apply water 
marks to this paper, which ordinarily 
has « smooth enrface, but which can be 
satin finighed, this being more prefer- 
able for writing purposes, Paper thus 
produced is said to resist even the di- 
rect influence of flame and remains 
uninjured even in « white heat. 


Paper Crockery. 

The March number of Current Lit- 
erature, among many interesting arti- 
cles fully describes the German pro- 
cons of making paper erookery plated 
with enamel, The dishes are prinet- 
pally of paper pnlp and shaped-by 
compreazing and cutter dies, 80 that 
in one operation-the plate-is cat, 
shaped, compressed and ready for bak- 
ing. The plating snbstance,or enamel, 


chemically dissolved and in combina- 
tion with « proper mordant is made 
into enamel. The sbaped dishes are 
simply dipped into a tank of this hot 
enamel for several minutes, withdrawn, 
allowed to cool and are ready for the 
final finishing process. Any oolor can 
be obtained by this new and inexpens- 
ive enameling, recently introduced 
into this conntry, The advantages of 
this paper crockery are cheapness, per- 
manent gloss, smoothness, anti-crack- 
ing of the enamel and neatuess.
